With Loe and Davis both in favor of the scheme 
thore {a very probability that, unless speedily 
put down, they will extend the slave arming 
experiment, actually commenced at Richmond, 
to a gonoral black draft upon the slayebolders 
from Virginia to Mobile. 

Tho robel leaders at Richmond, inn yord, 
aro reddy to go the whole length of the abso- 
lato abolition of slavery to escape from “Yan- 
keo subjugation.” But, supposing that the 
slayeholdera concerned submit to this thing, as 
to “military necessity,” and that one or two 
hundred thousand of thoir able bodied negro 
mea ore armed, drilled and brought into the 
field to fight for “Southern independence,” the 
question recurs, what will bo the consequences, 
as between the black and white races of the 
Sonth? A fow facts from the French colonial 
history of St Domingo, will probably serve to 
enlighten tho alayoboldors immediatoly con- 
cerned, touching this appeal of Davis for Sambo 
as asoldior. 

The torrible French Revolution, which pro- 
claimed the reign of “Liberty, Equality and 
Fraternity,” wos heartily responded to by the 
whites of St Domingo. They sent their dopu- 
ties to Paris, announcing their adhesion to the 
republic and its platform; but they assumed 
that ft could only apply to themselves. They 
numbored in tho colony about forty thousand 
against thirty thousand of the free colored 
class, chiefly mulattoes, while the black slave 
population numbered balf a million. Among 
tho mulattoes wore many rich nd cultivated 
men, through whom thoir class demanded of 
tho colonial authorities tho equal rights of the 
Fronch ropublic. Their demand wns indig- 
nantly rejected, including the hanging of o 
ropresontative mulatto, who hed appealed to 
tho colonial Legislature, and the tearing of a 
wehito planter to picoes by a mob for presenting 
a similar petition. The malattocs rebelled; they 
werv dofoated, and their ringleaders were pnt 
to death with savage ornelty, Whon the news 
of those events reached Paris the famons 1o- 
ctoty of Les Amis des Noirs—the friends of the 
bladka—interposes, and the National Assom- 
‘bly deoread that “people of color, born of free 
parents, wore entitled to all the privileges of 
French citizens.” The whites of St Domingo 
Were furious at this recognition of negro 
equality, thongh it did not tonch their slayes 
or Institation of slavery. Tho law was sus 
pended by the white colonial authorities in 
view of remonstranca to Paria The mulat- 
toes were about to appeal again to arms, “whon 
4 third party, little considered by elther of the 
others, unexpestedly interfered.” The black 
slaves on the plantations rose in insurreotion. 
After several years of savage warfare and ter- 
rible butcheries on all sides, including tho 
complications of a British invasfon, universal 
emancipation was decreed, and under Tons 
saint L/Ovorture, their leader, the blacks be- 
came masters of the whole island. Toussaint, 
by the French republic, was thus appointed 
governor, and under bia adminisiration peace 
and prosperity were restored to the colony. 
Thus ended the first series of lessons of negro 
emancipation in St Domingo. 

Tho next series begins with the attempt of 
Napoloon, in 1801, 3 First Consul, to reesta- 
Ush slavery in this ‘colony. The decree was 
passed, and on armed expedition, including 
GRy-six vessels of. wor ond thirty thousand 
French voteran soldiers, under General Le 
Clere (the husband of Panline, who accomps- 
nied him), was detailed to tho island to enforce 
thia decree, What followed? Between the ro- 
yolting blacks, and the destructive yellow fever, 
the forces of this expedition wero nearly de- 
stroyed. The remnants were gathered up by a 
hostile British fleet The blacks were left 
masters of the island, and their ceond leader, 
Dessalines, in 1804, in imitation of Napoleon, 
proclaimed himself emperor, 


Now, if such wore the resnlta of the French 
emancipation and reenslaving experiments 
among tho savagely stupid and ignorant blacks 
of St Domingo, what is to be expected from 
similar experiments by Jeff. Davis among the 
comparatively enlightened and intelligent 
negroes of our Southern States? Their able- 
bodiod mea, within the Ines now held by the 
armies of Davis, are perhaps more than two 
to one against the able-bodied white men left 
by the war within tho same limita Let 
Davis train these black as soldiers, arm 
them, ond put them in the fiold, Is thore any 
sesurance that they will stop short of a moye- 
ment for the extirpation of the white race of 
the South and the possession of a portion of 
tho country for themselves? Against such a 
movement during thia war there would be no 
other way of escape to tho helpless whitos left 
4t bomo in the robellious States than tho imme- 
diate submission of those States to the Union, 
with an appeal to the government for assistance. 
This ia tho entertainment to which Jeff. Davis, 
in his reckless despair, invites the slayeholders 
of his “confederacy.” Will they tamoly sub- 
mitt What can thoy do in any State against 
tho so-called “Confederate” armies? This is 
the question which must now soon bo deter 
mined; and if put to tho test upon this issue of 
orming and emancipating thelr elaves wo ball 
havo a speedy settlement, no doubt, by a gone- 
ral movement of tho States concerned for tho 
Ssbandonment of Davis ond a rotum to the 
Union. By slavery, which has sustained bim 
80 long, if he should now abandon it, ho will bo 
hurried to destruction. Acting upon this hint 
Prosidont Lincoln may end the war at once.

Tho Europoan nows brought by the Moravian, 
at Portland, is to the 80th of December, and 
of considerable interest, It will indeed ba 
regarded by many of our readers as of 
much importance. The Moravian roports that 
tho Hansa, which sailed from Now York on 
Saturday, the 17th ult, had reached Southamp- 
ton, announcing the capture of Fort McAllister 
by Gonoral Sherman, the probablo fall of 
Savannah, tho details of General, Thomas’ great 
viotory at Nashville, and tho publication of 
General Dix’s order on the subject of the futuro 
treatment of robol raiders from Canada, to- 
gether with tho roporta of the action in Gon: 
gress on Canadian affaira. 

This stirring intelligence, reaching England 
in one day, produced a remarkable offect on 
the minds of tho people of that country, cansing 
somewhat of a financial ond political sensation. 
The rebel loan declined three per cent, an 
activo demand sprang up for United States 
five-twenty bonds, which rose rapidly in tho 
markeh Illinois and Eric stock went up, 
making the advance one dollar per share on 
(ho weok’s transactions, and cotton declined. 

‘These were results which wera reasonably 
oxpected to flow from such news, but the com- 
ments of the London press on General Dix's 
famous order appear the most remarkable, when 
all things are taken into consideration. It was 
thought that England would throw herself into a 
stato of groat oxcitement over the threat to in- 
vade Canada, She did so on the Trent affair, and 
why noton a Canadian invasion? But the con- 
trary is the case) The most rabid of the anti- 
American journals merely express the hope 
that the order “may not be enforced,” and that 
Congress may not “complicate the situation” 
by its action on it, The London Times finds 
that President Lincoln is “frank” and “tem- 
perate” in the language of his mes- 
sage on tho subject of the raids, ond 
scouts the idea that England ond tho United 
States sbould go to war merely to “play the 
game of the rebel sgonts in Canada and on 
the frontior line, who have been intriguing to 
bring about such a “formidable” event —In- 
ing from the tone of the London 
‘Times, it appears as if it were impossible even 
to Iick England into war with the American 
repnblic. 

Sherman and Thomas, in their recent brilliant 
operations, may be sot down as the real peace 
makers with England. 


The Ropablican Dirty Lincn—Another 
Washing Iequtrod, 

‘The Weed and Opdyke libel case ia ended, 
and the jury has disagreed. Afer all the 
eerubbing, and rubbing, and boiling, and toll- 
ing, and mangling of the past few weeks, the 
dirty linen of the reprblicans is not yot clean. 
Weed has been washing, and Opdyke has been 
washing, and the most eminent lawyors of tho 
clty have been up to their elbows in soapsnds 
and hot water; but the stains will not como 
out, Abont half of the jurymen think that tho 
linen Is clean enough to be paid for—although 
they differ about the price—and about half of 
thom think that Opdyko’s linen is no purer than 
Weed’s; and so there is nothing to be dove but 
to have another washing doy and let somebody 
else turn the mangle. Vary fw people will be 
tall surprised at this result When Messrs. 
Evarts and Pierrepont bundled Opdyke’s linen 
into the tub, everybody declared it to be foul 
and to smell to Heaven, When Mesare. Field 
‘and Emott appeared, bending bencath the 
heavy burden of Weed’s dirty linen, there was 
the same general expression of opinion. Tho 
jury ought certainly to bave been equally 
divided, for the merita of the case were ovi- 
dently six to one and half 9 dozen to the other 
ofthe parties concerned. 

We sincerely hope that Opdyke will not im- 
mediately roll up bis sleeves, get ont his soap 
and try another washing. There isa gentle- 
man of stronger frame and larger musele than 
Opdyke who has been sitting through this trial 
with an immense basket of dirty clothes upon 
his knee, ond this gentleman should be allowed 
hia chance, Of course we refer to ex-Surveyor 
Andrewe. He has rome of Weed’s linen in 
charge, and when he spread it before the publio 
in bis recent lotter it looked as if it sadly needed 
cleansing. The public bave bad quite enough 
of Weed vs. Opdyke or Opdyke va. Weed. They 
haye agreed upon a verdict, if the jury have 
not Although twelve intelligont men havo 
failed to decide the- case according to low, 
several hundred thousand men have decided 
the case according to common sense. It is the 
old story of the pot calling the kettle black, or, 
to stick to our first simile, the collar calling 
the shirt ouff dirty. When sacha prolonged trial 
has been held; when such legal talent 
has been engaged; when such a vast 
amount of evidence has been gion; when 
so learned ond impartial a judge has care 
fully summed up the whole matter, and 
yet, after all this, ajary, which we are bound to 
believe unprejudiced and intelligent, can come 
to no definite conclusion, the courts of law had 
better be abandoned and the case Icft in the 
hands of tho people, who will mete ont to cech 
of tho litigants strict and ample justice. To bo 
sure, this is ending the affair just whore 
it begun; ‘but wo baye always held that, 
in the present state of journalism, libol 
suits are olmost unnecessary. If anybody 
is attacked in a newspaper he bas, in all well 
conducted journals, a fair opportunity to re- 
ply. Badly conducted journals, which refuse 
this opportunity, are not influontial, and thoir 
misreprescatations hurt nobody. This plan of 
sottling tho libel in the paper in which it was 
pablished is more summary, more satisfactory, 
and, a3 wo eoe by this trial, more dociaive, than 
‘a resort to a eourt of law. 

Onur advies upon this subject is not very 
likely to be taken, however, until men become 
more sensible and lawyora less nomerous. 
Political libel suits are quite fashionable now- 
G-days, and the democrats are only waiting for 
the republicans to get through with the wosh 
tubs and the ironing board. Opdyke vs. Wood 
will soon be succeeded by Sweeny vs. Brooks, 
‘and the garments of tho democracy will flap in 
the wind from the same clothes lines which 
have just been adorned with tho garments of 
the republicans. As soon aa that wash is over, 
oreven before it begins, let us finish Weed’s

Abolition of Slavery. 

We learn by dospatchos reocived from 9k 
Lonis that the Constitational Conyontion sitting 
in that city for tho purpose of forming a now 
constitution for the State of Missouri, deter 
mined yesterday by a vote of sixty to four ip 
favor of the absolute abolition of slavesy in 
that State. 

Out of all the States, either as a whole or 
in part, in rebellion against the national gow 
ernment two yoars ngo, Maryland, West Vir 
ginia and Louisiana by their own voluntary 
act have already cast off the institutions of tha 
old régime, and arrayed thomselves In the 
ranks of tho freo States, Missouri has now 
virtually added her namo to the list, and we 
may goon expect to witness the samo action 
on the part of the people of the States of 
Arkanses, Kentucky, Tennessee and Dolaware. 
In the first throe of the above named States 
the subject of a freo constitution is widely 
agitated and meets with genoral approbation 
among the loyal people. Preliminary conven-

tions baye already beon held and a genoral 
State convention has beon oslled to tske imme 
diate measures for tho abolition of slavery. 

In singular contrast with this actlon of the 
people of many of the lave States of the old 
Union, is arrayed the determined support of 
slavery by the opposition to the amendment of 
tho constitution of the United States, 
making tho abolition of slnyory am 
act of the nation. Maryland, West Virginia, 
Louisiana and Missouri are free by thoir own 
yoice. Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas and 
Delaware aro rapidly tending in that dircotion. 
‘The remaining States of the South are stl In 
rebellion, and have no rights beyond what the 
government chooses to grant thom. The scare 
of the opposition to tho omondment in Con 
gress is not so much from principlo os an on. 
mistakable desire to keep the question open 
and to seeure the possession of all tho political 
capital the opposition of the moasure can give. 


The Passport Syatem ond the British 
Provinces. 


Canada makes o great fuss over the passport 
systom in her press, and seuds delegates to 
Washington to tell hor grievances. Since the 
war bogan thoaentiment of the whole Oanadian 
peoplo toward the United Statos has been one 
of distinct hostility. England led the raco in 
her sympathy with the attempt to destroy ous 
government, and in the support which sho gave 
to our enemies by allthe means that sho conld 
employ without open yiolation of international 
law. Then the Canndas proved that they were 
truly British provinoca. With that real flunkey 
nataro that has always distinguished provinces, 
they went a great way furthor in tho same 
direction than the mother country, They orled 
up the ae and cried down the North in all 
things, “fie Canada press forgot that it had so 
lately reviled our slave system as the shamo of 
the century, in the fulsome laudations that it 
heaped upon the attompt to éuatain that system 
upon tho ruins of onr government. Southern 
men suddenly ocased to bo “brutal slave 
drivers” and became gallant men, battling for 
their native soil. No one was brutal any more 
on the face of the earth; no one was cowardly, 
contemptible and despicable wrotch—oxcept 
the man who stood up for the Stars and Stripes, 
and ventured life in defence of tho country the 
Canadians agreed to hate. 

‘All thia was Canadian sentimont as exproased 
in the Canadian press, and in conversation in 
the Canadian hotels, streets, steamboats ond 
cars, wherever Canadians and Americans mot 
‘This wos a sufficient canso to estrange any 
people, But tho Canadians did more than thia 
They foted the rebels in their cities, and gave 
them speoial trains on ‘their railrosds, They 
harbored our onemies and gave them oid and 
comfort in the most offensive way to us, Even 
those demonstrations of Canadian “neutrality” 
might have been endured. But besides all thls 
they connived at the murder of our citizons and 
the escapo of the murderers. Thoy pormitted 
their “neutral” soil to be used asa base from 
which operations carried on agninst 
our commerce and ry, and they screened 
from punishment tho us wreiches who 

on those operaions. Nothing is betes 
Sas than that witlike operations cannot 
start from or oross a nutral territory, and yet

Since such an unmistakable disposition i 
shown by the provineal people and authorities, 
our governmont bas wisaly concluded that it 
must make its own pfivisions for the protection 
of our soil and people. It bas therefore dotax

Hs, New Brunswick, tho Canadas and the 
ndas will henceforth bo in the same olass, 
Tespoot to the passport system, as it will bo 
against all, ‘Troops will also bo 
at proper points on tho frontier to co- 
ato In this protection and to render {t a3 
cult as possible for St Albans raids to oo- 
fo futuro, and this system will bo kept up 
those provinces see the justice of eurren- 
ering money robbed from our banks and of 
iving up men who commit murder on onr 
il.
